Rachel Lorair, by Mrs Henry Duperex. 
London, Wm. Heinemann, 


We can ‘always expect a thought- 
compelling book ftom Mrs Henry Dudsney. 
Tn her Jatest novel she pourtrays with 
a masterly band an unusual character, 
original, yet possible by tho very excep- 
tional circumstances of her. fate. Rachel 
Lorain mirried when eighteen a porfect 
specimen of masterful manhood, one of 
those products of our times who play all 
games well and lose their tempers slightly 
if the other fellow wins; who like to take 
the lead in all discussions and expect thetr 
hearers to give into them as a matter of 
course, Francis Lorain was a rising bar- 
rister with political ambitions. Not possoss- 
ing’a spark of pootry in his composition he 
yet weds a girl to whom! pootry. and the 
things bred of pure imagination are the 
very breath of life. On the doy of their 
tonrriage they got: mixed up ‘ina railway | 
smash and Francis comes forth .a cripple, 
paralyzed from the waist downward.
